Yesterday the House 'met and on ac- 
count of no business being ready, ad- 
journed after a sitting of a few minutes 
until ^Monday next — a whole week, 
during which time country members 
■n-ill be compelled to kick their heels 
around to\m waiting for the Govern- 
ment to prepare the one or two meas- 
ures that are to j)rovo the sum total of 
the session's work — and all this at a 
season of the year when above all oth- 
ers they can least ailbrd to waste their 
time. The House has been in session 
since the 29th ultimo and has only sat 
on an average al)Out three days a week, 
and now members are compelled to 
take a, holiday for a week. Of course 
the late Government are charged with 
being the cause of it ; niiiongHt other 
things the books in the treasury de- 
partment are said not to have 4 been 
made up to date of the present minis- 
try's assumption of office, and that con- 
sequently they could not find out how 
the finances stood, without which they 
could not frame their estimates. Now 
the hoHowncHS of this excuse is appar- 
ent when it is roiiiembered that on the 
first day of the session Mr. Beaven sub- 
mitted in printed form a financial state- 
ment, sliowiug what ho claimed to bo a 
correct account of the finances of the 
•Province. ' This fact refutes the state- 
ment made in the House, with a view 
of shifting the responsibility of delay 
to the shoulders of the treasury clerks. 
How long does it take thom to frame 
estimates? According to their own 
showing they have had all necessary 
information "in their hands for more 
than a fortnight. Then respecting the 
Municipality Act, the second reading 
of which has stood upon the orders of 
the day since the fourth of August, and 
which " hasbeen dropped from day to day 
since that time: it now turns out that 
the Government have been at their old 
gaTue, and have perpetrated a gross 
fraud upon the members of the Assem- 
bly. No one in the House ought to 
know parliamentary rules better than 
the Attorney-General ; but in the face 
of his experience and his high position 
he breaks one of the simplest and best 
known rules of the House and prac- 
tices a piece of barefaced deception at 
the same time, as will be seen by the 
following. On the 2nd day of August 
Mr. Walkem introduced and had read 
(formally) a. first time what purported 
to be-^what was accepted by the House 
as . being — a Municipality Act, but 
which in reality was no Bill at all. It 
was a mere make-believe — a liead with- 
out a body — a blaidc and a sham. This 
was all done in defiance of rule 39, 
which, provides that no JSiM may be in- 
troiiicecl either in hlank or in an imper- 
fect shape. "What are the public to think 
of men who arc capable of performing 
unblushingly such an imposition upon 
the Legislatui-e, and then when called 
to account for it, as they yesterday 
very properly were by the leader of the 
Opposition, of crawling out of an ex- 
planation by getting one of their obedi- 
ent followers to' clamourously call to 
order the member who presumes to ex- 
pose tlieir duplicity? On former 
occasions we had some experience of 
hpw far they could go in tyrannizing 
over a minority and setting aside law 
and order when they stood in their 
way, and now wo see they are com- 
mencing their old tricks again. 

MB. SPEAKER 

Did not deliver a decision on Wed- 
nesday on the point committed to him 
by the House. He "burned the mid- 
night oil". and pored over "May" and 
"Todd" until .symptoms of brain-softeu- 
ing became manifest, without finding a 
precedent for iM^onday's ruling. He 
discovered many precedents that are 
dead against the ruling ; but they are 
not what he is after. Something has 
to bo found to fit the ruling. If the 
precedents are opposed to the ruling, so 
much the worse for the precedents. 
And if there are no precedents to be 
found, why — hang it ! — lie must make 
one. What is a precedent ] Some- 
thing that has gone before. And what 
establishes a precedent 1 Custom. And 
what is custom? Practice. Therefore, 
if Mr. Speaker Williams stands in need 
of a precedent let liim quote his own 
ruling. That will be something that 
has gone before. Then let tiie House 
sustain and adopt his ruling. Custom 
will do the rest, and generations of 
Speakers yet unborn will rise up and 
bless the name of Williams.

■ EUROPE. 

ViEXNAj-'jAugj 9»— Tlie seventh divi- 
sion of the Austrian army of occupa^ 
tion under tho Grand Duke of Wur- 
temburg, operatiftg to the westward of 
tho main body of the army, fought two 
battles with tho insurgents, ono on the 
5tli at Vareavakuf, and another on tlie 
7 th at Jaiczo. The - official report of 
tho latter says : 'A decisive victory has 
been gained over a superior force of 
the insurgents. The'fortified town of 
Jaicze was occupied after nine hours' 
sanguinary fighting, the Auatrians dis- 
playing devoted valor. 

LoirpON, Aug; 9. — ^Tho Turks have 
abandoned the forts north of • Varna, 
and they have been occupied l.iy tlie 
Russiaua Gen. Todleben has announc- 
ed that ho will evacuate Rodosto and 
San Stefano if tho fortifications of Var- 
na are evacuated immediately by tlio 
Turka. - -■ ': •' • ■ "- •'■ ' 

Accounts from Turkish soui-ces place 
the Austrian loss in Bosnia thus far at 
0110 thousand killed and womidcd. 

Dresden, Aug. 10. — At tlie second 
ballot in Dresden, Bobett, sociafist, was 
elected to parliament. 

EASTERN STATES. 

CmOAao, Aug. 10. — ^A terribly de- 
structive rain, ^\'ind and lightning 
storm raged in Now York, New Eng- 
land and Canada yesterday, especially 
along tho coast. Tho loss of life is pro- 
bably one humlrwl. Loss of property, 
several hundred thousand. 

BiDDEFORD, Maine, Aug. 10. — E. H. 
Gore, greenback candidate for Congress, 
from this district, presided at a meet- 
ing to-night of citizens of York county, 
and in a short speech introduced Gen. 
Butler, who spoke for two hour.s. He 
said he came not to make a .speech but 
to commune with tho people on the 
public interests of the day. He had 
left the old parties. He belonged to 
the Democratic party till it attempted 
to destroy tho Union. He was with 
the Republican party till it deserted,its 
founders — tho laboring men. Capit^ll- 
ists now hold tho Republican party 
hand and foot. Hayes had violated 
every pledge and betrayed the negroes 
of the South. The effort of Grant's 
administration to strengthen public 
credit was a swindle. He reviewed the 
history of tho greenback currency and 
claimed thatgreenbacks sliould bo made 
a legal tender for all debts, public and 
private. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, Aug. 10. — Dispatches from 
various parts of Ontario report a severe 
thunder and wind storm, accomi)anied 
by hail, doing great damage. 

Afternoon Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 

Bucharest, Aug. 11. — Nows is re- 
ceived from insurgent sources to tlie 
eflect that the opponents to Austrian 
occupation, consisting of Bosnian and 
Turkisii troops, Arnats and Albanians, 
number over 100,000 men, well armed. 
All strategic points on the road to 
Seratjeroo are occupied and entrenched. 
Both tho insurgents and Austrians are 
being reinforced daily. 

Constantinople, Aug. 11'.— The em- 
barkation of 40,000 of the Imperial 
guard for Russia begins on Saturday. 
The withdrawal of the. rest ofs4,the 
troops from San Stefano and Galiipoli 
will follow immediately. Tlie Turkish 
troops will occupy the positions. 

London, Aug. 12. — A dispatch from 
Cyprus to the News says : "A portion 
of tho Indian contingent is going home 
immediately. The embarkation has al- 
ready commenced. Tlie healtb of Cyp- 
rus has not improved. The prevalence 
of typhoid fever appears to be more 
serious," On the other hand a dispatch 
to th'e Standard says tho reports of the 
unhealtMulness of the island are exag- 
gerated. Malignant fevers are rare. 
It is stated that Nicosia will not be 
made the capital of Cyprus because of 
its unfavorable situation ; but that some 
point will probably be selected between 
Ilamaea and Famajosta, which possesses 
gi-eater facilities for the construction of 
a harbor. 

Paris, Aug. 12. — The Moniteur says 
Russia has sent General Abramofsky 
as aceredited representative to Cabula, 
the capital of Northern Afiglianistan. 
Tlie Moniteur regards this as grave 
news in view of the unsatisfactory re- 
lations between Shore Ali and the 
British Government and of the Russian 
advance towards Aflghanistan. 

Odessa, Aug. 12. — Tlie sentence of 
death was pas.sed upon one of tiie Ni- 
hilist agitators and four others were 
condemned to hard labor. In the cc- 
citement which followed a crowd fired 
upon the Jroops, wounding four. Tho 
fire was returned and two rioters were 
killed. 

London, Aug. 12. — A Vienna dis- 
patch says 12,000 insurgents are con- 
centrated near a difllcult pass of Vran- 
duk to oppose the further advance of 
Gen. Philipovioh. . Preparation for a 
desperate resistance' to the'Griand Duke 
of Wurtemberg is also being made at 
Driljeis'ero. 

Evening Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 
London, July 13. — A Berlin di.spatch 
says the Russiaji expedition to^ Central 
Asia aims at the occupatioii'of six minor 
IGioustes between Ala and Darayaana. 
The mountains of Hindo Koosh, one of 
Vakan, is a tributary of Afghanistan. 
Its occupation would reduce the dis- 
tance between Russia and India to 325 
miles. 

Constantinople, August 12. — Ad- 
vices from Bosnia represent that many 
of the Albanian contingent of the Turk- 
ish army are joining the insurgents. . 



ViEjrifA, August 12. — ^The 'comman- 
der of the 7 th Austrian army division 
in Bosnia rejiorts the Travonik occupied 
by troops on Sunday and communica- 
tion with Benjalaka is completely re- 
stored. 

A Berlin dispatch says it is again as- 
serted an agi'eement has been reached 
with Rome according to which Falk 
laws will remain a dead letter. 

London, August 12. — Africa advices 
from the west coast of Africa say great 
niortality prevailed there, particularly 
at Lagos, where nearly a quarter of the 
Euiojieon population died of fever and 
dysentery during the two months' end- 
ing July fourth. 

Clancy, August 12. — The Fenians 
convicted in 1867 n.nd sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life will be released up- 
on ticket of leave on the 25th of Sep- 
tember. 

London, August 12. — Correspond- 
ence is published between Mr. Forster 
and n number of tho executive tommit- 
too of Bradford liberals. Forster is in- 
vited to ^tand aa one of the liberal can- 
didates for Parliament subject to the 
rules of tho liberal association, with 
particular reference to the rule which 
provides that candidates must agree to 
1)0 guided by the decisions of tho asso- 
ciation. Forster refuses tho terms and 
intimates an intention to stand inde- 
pendent. Forster was elected by the 
con.servative vote in 1874, the liberal 
party being divided. Tho borough is 
probably liberal and tho object of the 
executive committee was to restore har- 
mony and party discipline. This is the 
second re.-olt of iirominont liberals 
against the caucus^ system, John Locke, 
member of Parliament for Southwark, 
having previously taken the ground oc- 
cupied by Forster. 



INDIA. 

London, August 12. — A Calcutta 
dispatch says heavy rains have caused 
floods throughout India, ■ and much 
damage is done in Scinde, Patua and 
elsewhere. The dam of Vohar is in 
danger of bursting, a calamity which 
would stop the water supply of Bombay. 

Calcutta, August 12.— Great dis- 
tress prevails in consequence of the 
flood& Canals and irrigation works 
have been breached. Terrible suflfer- 
ing ])revails in Cashmere and the Ma- 
harajah is taking energetic steps to re- 
lieve tho people. Many in the country 
are subsisting upon herbs, weeds and 
unripe fruit, 

CANADA. - 
Babeie, Aug. 12, — Several profes- 
sional oar.smen will take part in an 

open single sculling match here this 
afternoon.' Betting is quiet. The five 
mile single scull race to-day was won 
by Hanlan, Ross 2nd, Hosmen 3d, 
Luthor 4th, McKim 5th, McEUiott 6th. 

Ottawa, Aug. 12, — ^The Orange 
Young Britons, Prentice Boys and True 
Blue^i of this district, accompanied l)y 
about 175 of their brethren from Mon- 
treal, marched this morning through 
the ))rinci])al streets. At Sparks and 
Wellington streets a rough named Tom 
Kennedy endeavored to break the ranks 
and attempted to trip the drummer, 
but was badly beaten and only escaped 
by vaulting over a fence. Tho 'lower 
town union men ottacked the Montreal 
Britons at York and Sussex streets, 
but wore defeated and escaped before 
the police camo up. Tho union men 
and Protestants from Mount Sherwood 
were sebsequently arrested and bailed 
after the procession dispersed. Two 
ilontreal Britons were<!Owardly assail- 
ed on Wellington streets and the assail- 
ant was arrested.

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:10 p.m. 

THE DYKINO aCHEMK. 

Hon. Mr. Wiillcoiii said tliat lio liud 
BGivrchod tlio L;uids & Works oftico for 
correspondonco witli reference to an ex- 
tension of tlie dyking scheme, and that lie 
could find iiotliing , except a letter of a 
strictly confidential nature. 

Mr, Smitho asked how the letter could 
bo regarded as confidential by the Loader 
of the Govornuient after the stand taken 
by him and his partj' last session on cor- 
respondence relative to jiuhlic works. 

Mr, A''crnon said the correspondence 
could not bo regarded as private inasmuch 
as the imter of it Iiad told hon. members 
of the House all about the an-angements 
ponding between him and the Govern- 
ment. The letter pertained to the public 
lands of the Province and tiie House was 
consequently entitled to peruse it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho believed 
there was another letter which ho could 
produce. The letter he held in hia hand 
was marked "private and confidential" 
and it would bo a breach of good faith on 
Ids (Mr. W.'b) pai-t to place it before the 
public. 

Mr. 'Smithc said that all the opposition 
desired to know was what arrangement, if 
t&y, had been made by tlio Government 
^with the gentleman in question for an ox- 
tension of the dyking scheme. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the leader of 
the opposition ought to know that the 
Government had not been able to give 
any definite answer with reference to the 
matter. 

After fui-ther discussion the matter 
. dropped. , ' 

FURTHER TIME. 

Mr. Speaker said that he required fur- 
ther time to mature liis decision as to the 
Municipal and Licenses Acts Amendment 
Bill. 

ADMINI.STRATION OF JUSTICE. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the adoption 
of the report on this Bill. 

Mr. Ash said ho regretted that a clause 
had been inserted in the. Bill rendering 
it imperative that the judges to bo ap- 
pointed should reside on the ^Mainland. Ho 
feared that this provision would result in 
'the disallowance of the measure at Ot- 
tawa. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that Sir Jolni A. 
Macdonald liad admitted that the Prov- 
ince has a right to define the residences of 
Supreme Court judges ; but the Province 
has no right to appoint. The bill emanat- 
ed from the Law Society, whoso members 
were of opinion that it wiis proper for the 
Province to say whore tlio j)iu'.<;i(; judges 
should reside. The Society said that two 
•judges should reside on the Mainland and 
the only amendment he had oll'ered to the 
clause in question was that the word 
"three"- should be substituted for two. 
He could not see how such an alteration 
could i)ossibly vitiate the measure at Ot- 
tawa. 

The report w.ui then adopted and the 
bill passed its third reading. 

rilUSi'ASB ACT. 

The report on Mr. McUmoyl's Trospas.s 
Amendment Bill was adopted and the bill 
passed its third reading. 

LEGAL rnOFII.S.SION.S BILL. 

With reference to this bill Hon. Mr. 
AValkcm said that a meeting of the Law 
Society was to bo held this afternoon in 
reference tojt and that ho would conse- 
quently prefer to postpone its considera- 
tion until the result of the deliberation 
was known. 

MUNICIl'ALITIIW lilLL. 

Mr. Mara asked if the leader of the 
Government was prepared to proceed with 
the second reading of the Municipality 
Act. He understood that the measure 
was of groat scope and suggested as it was 
desirable to get through with the business 
quickly it had tetter stand over till next 
BCfision. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem .'said that the bill wa.s 
a very extensive one and that he had been 
working at it " day and night making 
material amendments to it ; but he Uiought 
that it was too great a task to deal 
thoroughly with the question this session 
and ho would therefore substitute a 
a short Municipality bill of two clauses 
imd allow the larger bill to stand over un- 
til the next session.' 

Mr. Smithe said that as the bill had 
been submitted to the House and read a 
first time it was natural to suppose that 
it was as nearly perfect as possible, as it 
was well known that amendments could 
not be made to a bill between its first and 
second readings. That being the case ho 
was astonished to hear the leader of the 
Government announce that since its first 
reading he had been making extensive 
olterations to it, contrary to the well- 
Joiown rule that alterations could not bo 
"made at that stage of a measure. Ho 
would like to know where the biU was, as 
having been read a first time it was the 
property of the House. Although it had 
been introduced a week or ten days ago it 
had never been ])laced on menibers' desks 
yet. Ho sincerely hoped it had not boon 
abstracted to be dealt with privately by the 
Government. 

Mr. Drummond — I rise to a point of 
order. Is the Municipalities BUI before 
the House? What is the hon. member 
talking about ? I call him to order. 

Mr. Smithe— I am speaking to a p(jint 
of order. Is the original bill as introduced 
and read a first time .open to the perusal 
of hon. members of the House ? 

Mr. Speaker — I call you to order. 

Hon. Mr. Wnlkem — The objection is 
childish. I don't intend to make any re- 
ply to the question. 



Mr. Vernon. — ^I move that the House at 
its rising do stand adjourned till Tliursday 
at 2 o'clock as the Government have no 
business ready for discussion. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — I move in amend- 
ment that the House at its rising do stand 
adjourned till Monday next at 2 o'clock. 
(No ! no I) There is no business now before 
tlio House, but on the day I name bills 
will bo ready and the House will bo able, 
to make some progress, getting through 
probably on Wednesday. 

3Ir. Mara said that it was too bad that 
the House had been convened before the 
Government was prepared to bring down 
its measures. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon — It is no fault of the 
present Government. The manner in 
which the accounts wore kept by the late 
Government render tliis delay imperative. 
Tlio late Finance Minister's accounts were 
kept in a most disgraceful condition and 
consequently it is impossible to bring 
down the estunatea. 

Mr. Mara — If the Government knew 
that the estimates and no public mea.sures 
oould bo brought dovm why was the 
House convened so soon ? 

Mr. Smithe rose to reply, but was ruled 
out of order, having spoken before. 

Mr. Vernon — How, if the books were 
in such a dcplor.iblo condition, could the 
Minister of Financo make such a lucid 
statement as to the financial condition of 
the country on the first day of the session. 
Thero can, however, bo no reason for de- 
lay in connection with the railway ques- 
tion. Why do not the Government bring 
do\ni their measure. It will give rise to 
a lengthy discussion and consequently it 
may just as well bo proceeded with at 
once. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — We will tell you 
about all that in course of time. 

Mr. Ash — Wlmt is before the House ? 
I move to adjourn. 

Mr. Speaker — I shall put the amend- 
ment to adjourn till Monday next. All 
those in favor ) Carried. 

The House then adjourned till Monday 
next at 2 p.m.

Tho Elephant Quartz Orusher. 



The San Francisco Call gives tho fol- 
lowing description of tho Elepliant quartz 
crusher which Mr. Edwin Bussell proposes 
to introduce into Cariboo: 

Among the sheds at tho northwest 
comer of Main and Harrison streets an 
exhibition is, given eveiy afternoon of a 
patent ore-crushing machino which has 
some specialities of construction worthy 
of admiration and practical adoption. The 
crusher is called the Elephant, and is 
otherwise called Patterson's patent. It is 
tho joint invention of two Englishmen, 
Messrs. Patterson and O'Connor, and tho 
paiticular macliina under exhibition was 
constructed by Messrs. Willoughby & Co., 
of Plymouth. Tho frame work consists 
of triangular supports of iron, which 
should rest on a solid baao of either wood 
or stone. Each of tliesotriaugular supports 
weighs about a ton. Suspended over and 
between them aro driving wheels to which 
tho motion is imparted by a bolt from a 
driving engine. Two cranks aro operated 
from tho shaft botwoon, and those are at- 
tached to triangular shaped springs of 
groat strength combined with lightness. 
As tho crank revolves the spring is drawn 
toward it and tlien pushed from it power- 
fully, and the thrust-motion is communi- 
cated by a direct blow to the crushing head 
in a box beneath, having tho usual screens 
in front and at the sides. The feod-sluioo 
ontera tho box in the rear. A well- 
kno\m patent expert says, "Tho machine 
delivers a very pretty blow and pulverizes 
rook, even of tho most indurated character, 
very thoroughly, leaving the ore imjial- 
pablo dust available for subsequent pro- 
cesses." Tho machine works at a good rate 
with a seven-horso power engine, and yet 
corresponds in i)erfornianco with a 15- 
stamp mill recpiiring a 25-horso power 
engine. It pulverizes a ton and a quarter 
of ore an hour. Advantages are claimed 
for the invention in regard to tho wearing 
parts, tho shoes and dies, tho ease with 
which replacement m.ay be made, and tho 
lightness and facility of transportation 
over mountainous roads and into romolo 
districts. For low grade ores it is econom- 
ical; and it is commended for districtssuch 
as Arizona, Mexico and Cariboo, compar- 
atively inaccessible. It is easily set up, 
little liable to dam.igo, and easy of repair, 
i'lie machino has lately come largely into 
use in Cornwall for tin and copper mining. 

The NciU'Jetter says of tho same inven- 
tion: — The j)articukir advantages claimed 
for the Elephant Ore, over tho present 
system of mills in use, aro as follows: 

Wearing Parts. — The Elephant, having 
but two pairs shoes and dies, tho wear on 
the eight extra pairs which would bo used 
in a toii'Stamp mill is couso(juontly done 
away with; no cams, tappets, valves or 
cam shaft — such constant sources of wear 
!\nd .annoyance to millers — aro used, and, 
beyond tho leathers which unite tho 
springs with the stanqi-hoad, and which 
would certainly not require replacing in 
less time than one year, and which could 
always bo obtained in the moat iiiaocossiblo 
places, the wearing parts of the Elephant 
are null. 

Poicer. — Where a' ten-stamp batteiy re- 
quires an eighteen horse-power ongino to 
run it, the Elephant can bo easily run by 
an eight-horse engine. This alone is a 
great item, and which will enable mines 
containing low grade ores, and which the 
present high cost of milling will not allow 
of working, to be turned into paying pro- 
perties. 

I'oriahiliUj. — As tho Elephant only 
weighs seven tons, tho heaviest piece not 
weighing over one ton, it has a great ad- 
vantage over a ten-stamp mill, tho weight 
of which is in the neighbourhood of six- 
teen tons. On this account tho Elephant 
is particularly adapted for now mining 
countries and camps, such as Arizona, 
Mexico, Cariboo and other places remote 
from the line of rail; and where freight is 
necessarily high ; and although the machine 
is comparatively light and easify handled, 
yet in case of sovoro handling, while on 
the road, there arc no parts which could 
possibly get broken or injured in any w.ay, 
thereby insuring tho mine-o\vner against 
any delay in, starting it up immediately 
on its arriv.al. 

Setting Up. — As no woodwork is requir- 
ed, beyond an ordinary shed to guard the 
machino against tho inclemencies of the 
weather, it requires but'littlo time to pl.ace 
tho maciuno in working order.

The "father and mother" mentioned 
above are the Bight Honourable George 
John Douglas CamjiboU, ilio present 
Duke of Argyle, and Lady Elizabeth 
Georgiana Sutherland Levesoii-Gower, 
eldest daughter of the Duke of Suther- 
land, so that the ' Marquis of Lome, 
whose own name is John George Ed- 
ward Henry Douglas Sutherland Canip- 
boll, comes of most distinguished 
parentage on both sides. Ho was born 
on tho Gth of August 1845, and is 
therefore between two and three years 
older thian the Princess Louise, who 
was born on the 18th of Mardi, 1818.
